NEED BIGJIERDS. 


Europe's Meat Supply Must Come 


From America. 


Warring Nations Have Depleted Live 
Stock at Enormous Rate, Eve I 
Killing Dairy Cattle For Food. 


American stock breeders are being 
asked to conserve their flocks and 
herds in order to meet Europe's tre­ 
mendous demands for meats during 
the war and probably for many year* 
afterward. 
Tile United 
States food adminis­ 
tration reports that American stock 
raisers have shown a disposition to 
cooperate with the government iii In­ 
creasing the nation's supply of live 
stock. 
Germany today is probably better 
supplied with livestock than any oth­ 
er European uai u. 
When tile Ger­ 
man armies made their big advance 
into France aud thon retreated vir­ 
tually all tile cattle in lite invaded 
territory — approximately 
1,800,000 
head 
were driven behind the German 
lines. 
But 
in 
England 
where 
2,400,000 
acres of pasture hinds have been turn­ 
ed into grain fields ’Jhe cattle herds 
are decreasing rapidly. 
One of the 
reasons apparently is the declining 
maximum price scale adopted by the 
English as follows: 
For September, 
SIT.76 per IOO pounds ; October, $17.28; 
November aud December, $16.08: Jan- 
lary, $14.40. T he effect of these prices 
was to drive beef animals co the mar- 
kot as soon as possible. 
In France the number of tattle as 
wail as the quality bare shown Mi 
enormous decline fluting th# Wtflh 
Where France had AMO?,OOO heal of 
cattle in 1913, she hew has only 1*,- 
341.900. a decrees# of 16.6 per eent. 
And France is today producing only 
one gallon of milk compared to two 
and one-half gallons before the war. 
Denmark and Holland have been 


f o r c e d to sacrifice dairy herds f o r beef 
because of the lack of necessary feed. 


C lo s e study of the European meat 
situation has convinced the Food Ad­ 
ministration that tile future problem 
of-.America lies largely in the produc­ 
tion of meaN producing animals arid 
dairy products rather than in (lie pro­ 
duction of cereals for export when 
the war will have ceased.

WHOLE SYSTEM IS CHANCES 


Chicago Youth Saved to Life of 
l l 
Usefulness. 


Private Gets $33 a Month as Long as 
He Is in the United States and 20, 
Per Cent Additional When He Goes 
Abroad—Allowance Made for Wife 
and 
Children— Dependent 
Parents, 
Provided For. 


Washington.—Ask tho first ten peo­ 
ple you meet what Uncle Sam pnys his 
soldiers. 
If will be safe to bet they 
won’t know. 
Half of them may have some hazy 
Idea about a “dollar a day,” aud you, 
will find lots of people 
who 
think 
Uncle Sam still pays the old scale of 
$13 a month, but few outside the army 
know the ins and outs of the wage 
scale, even for private soldiers. 
The whole puy system of the United 
stares army has been revolutionized 
since the war started. 
A private in Uncle Sam’s armies, 
regular. National Guard or National 
army. receives in cash, as long as he 
is in the United Stated. $33 a month. 
in addition to food, clothing and med­ 
ical attendance. 
When he is scut to^Europe he gets 
jo per cent extra, whether In training 
or in tilt1 trendies, which brings the 
minimum cash pay up to 
$ 39.60 a 
month, or $1.30 ii day. 
Tile revolutionary part of the pay 
system, however, about 
which most 
people are ignorant. is the scale of al­ 
lowances made by tile government to 
the soldiers’ dependents. 
We are thus 
breaking away from tile old theory of 
flaying soldiers a flat wage for fighting 
to the new theory that the nation is re­ 
sponsible for the welfare not only of' 
the man in service, hut for the depend­ 
ents whom he left behind him. 
Under this new scheme, If “there's a 
woe witie waiting’' she receives each 
month direct from Uncle Sam $15 a 
month, which Is virtually an addition 
to the fighting man’s wage, and brings 
his total compensation up to $48 a 
month while he is in the United States 
arid to $54.60 abroad. 
If there is one child with the wife, 
the* allowance is $25 a month; two 
children. $22.50. and so on up to the 
point where, with a wife and six chil­ 
dren. Uncle Sam pays $50 a month in 
rash to the family. 
Allowance for Parents Made. 
Ti may not be enough to support 
Hi em. even with what the enlisted man 
enji send home out of his wages, bitt 
it is at lea si ;i recognition of Uncle 
Sam's responsibility and a bulwark 
against dependence Yin charity. 
Allowances are also provided for de­ 
pendent parents, $10 a month for each, 
and for brothers, sisters and grandchil­ 
dren, $5 a mouth for each, with tho 
proviso that in any case tile govern­ 
ment will not pay to the dependents 
of any man more than $50 a month. 
No mawkish prudery entered into 
tim drafting of these provisions; by 
acknowledging his illegitimate child a 
soldier may secure for it the full gov­ 
ernmental allowance, the only provi­ 
sion being that if it is born after De­ 
cember 31. 1917. it must be born in the 
United States. So in rile ease of a wife 
there need be no legal marriage if 
there is proof that they have lived to- 
gether as man and wife for two years 
prior Io enlistment. 
Uncle Sam also sees to it that his 
soldiers do not throw all the burden 
of caring for dependents on his broad 
shoulders by making it compulsory for 
each man who has left a wife or child 
behind to pay over to them through 
the treasury at least $15 a month anti 
as much more us will equal the allow­ 
ance which Uncle Sam makes up to 
half a man’s pay. 
Thus for the man 
in service abroad who has left a 
wife and child behind the man will 
have to assign to them at least $19.80 
a month, to which the government will 
add $25, making a total of $44.80 
which they are to receive. 
The old pension system is wiped out 
by the new and far more equitable sys­ 
tem of compensation for death ami 
disability. 
This compensation differs from that 
provided in any other'law . 
It takes 
the family as the unit that is serving 
the nation, not the individual man. 
Depends on Size of Family. 
It bases the compensation on the 
size of the family from time to time. 
While a totally disabled bachelor will 
get only $30 a month, the man with a 
wife and four children will get $75. 
Twenty dollars is added if a nurse is 
required; $10 a month as long as lie 
may live, whether he Is married or 
not. 
lf he dies froth Injuries or diseuso 
received in the line ox duty, the widow, 
children and widowed mother receive 
sums ranging from $20 to $75 a month, 
according to size of family. 
No dis­ 
tinction is made between a private and 
the highest officer. 
In addition, every luau may take 
out Insurance up to $10,000 at the ac­ 
tual cost of furnishing such Insurance 
in 
peace 
times—the 
entire 
nation 
through the treasury hears the war 
risk. 
This Insu ranee is wisely safe­ 
guarded to protect it from creditors, 
shyster lawyer* and loanshark*. 


Ope ration Performed by Celebrated 
Surgeon is Considered One of the 
Most Remarkable of Which 
There Is Any Record, 


A young man who had been severe­ 
ly burned by an explosion of gasoline 
went to Dr. John B. Murphy at Mercy 
Hospital in Chicago to see if his iiands 
could be made useful again. 
So bad­ 
ly burned were they that their backs 
were a mass of hard scar tissue, which 
caused the fingers to retract and made 
it impossible to bend the fingers or 
close the hand. 
In the December number of the 
‘‘Clinics of John B. Murphy” is an ac­ 
count of the extraordinary skin graft­ 
ing operation by which Doctor Murphy 
restored power to the right hand. First 
he cut away all the scar tissue from 
the back of the hand right down to the 
sheaths of the tendons. Then he pre­ 
pared a skin graft in the following 
way: He cut two deep slits in the skin

and fat of the left side of the chest 
and abdomen, beginning about an inch 
below the nipple. He cut right down 
to the sheath of the rectus muscle, so 
as to include In the flap as much Tat as 
possible, remarking to his students 
th at 
ii would be a 
failure unless 
plenty of tut was included. He brought 
the edges of Hie skin together under­ 
neath the flap and sewed them, leav­ 
ing the Hap like a,bridge, 
H e inserted the patient s hand un­ 
der this bridge, with the palm against 
the abdomen and tile raw surface of 
the back in contact with the under 
surface of the flap, and sewed tho 
edges of the akin of the h a n d w ound to 
the edges of the skin of the flap. 
He fastened the arm to th- body 
with strips of adhesive plaster so that 
the patient could not move it. 
I he 
wound was covered with id in sterile 
cotton so as to prevent infection. 
Three weeks later it was found that 
the graft had taken perfectly. It was 
then cut away from the body and the 
patient was discharged, with instruc­ 
tions to return in about eight months, 
when Doctor Murphy intends to per­ 
form 
another 
operation—elongating 
the tendons, which have contracted. 
The left hand is to be treated in a 
similar way.
